SPECIAL FISCAL COURT MEETING 

REVISION OF 2014-2015 BUDGET 


A special fiscal court 
meeting was held on 
Monday April 27,2015 
at 1:15 pm in the Owsley 
County Courthouse with 
the following officials 
present: Judge Cale 
Turner; Magistrates: Tim 
Bishop and Zeke Little; 
Owsley Clerk Shanna 
Oliver; Owsley Attorney 
Henley McIntosh; and 
Chief Deputy Ivan Fletch¬ 
er. This meeting was held 
for two specific reasons: 
approval of emergency 
amendment; paying past 
due bills-$25,000 on 
two past due audit bills 
and $11,000 on past due 
inmate prescription bills. 

The emergency 
amendment was the the 
fiscal court budget for the 


2014-2015 fiscal year. Be¬ 
cause of several different 
avenues, there was an in¬ 
crease in the budget and 
it was as follows: Bank 
Franchise - $47,955.42; 
County Clerk Excess Fees 
- $51,000; County Sheriff 
Excess Fees -$13,540.33; 
Reimbursement from 
Transportation - $300,199; 
Jail Fee Reimburse¬ 
ment-$5,786.17; Prior 
Year Carryover from the 
Road Fund - $420,709.08; 
Prior Year Carryover 
from the Jail Fund - 
$19,591.58. with a total of 
$858,781.58. Judge Turn¬ 
er then recommended 
that the money be placed 
in the following codes: 
Road fund - $720,908.08;

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Christians Give Satan 
Too Much Credit 
Often I hear 
Christians say, “Satan 
did (fill in the blank)” 
or “Satan is working” 
or something along 
those lines. Don't get me 
wrong, Satan is alive and 
well. He is out there like 
a lion seeking people to 
devour (1 Peter 5:8). 

However, when¬ 
ever events in life don’t 
meet our desires we tend 
to blame Satan. 

We are children 
of God and as children He 
will punish us when we 
do wrong (Hebrews 12:6, 
Revelation 3:19). As a 
child none of us enjoyed 
being punished, whether 
it was a spanking, being 


sent to our room or being 
stood in the corner, the 
punishment went against 
our desires. The penalty 
we received did not come 
from the force of evil in 
the universe; it came from 
a loving parent. Not ev¬ 
erything bad that happens 
to a Christian comes from 
Satan. In fact, I think God 
would argue the point that 
anything bad happens to a 
Christian at all. 

Romans 8:28, “And we 
know that all things work 
together for good to them 
that love God, to them 
who are the called accord¬ 
ing to his purpose.” 

All things work 
together for good. God 
is working everything 
that happens in our lives, 


good and bad, for His 
good. If God is working 
everything for good and 
Satan is out there looking 
to devour people, then 
what role does the Devil 
play in a Christian's life 
story? 

Satan accuses Christians 
of wrongdoing and even 
of things we might do 
wrong (Revelation 12:10; 
Job 1:9-11). 

Satan tempts people 
to do wrong, just as he 
did with Adam and Eve in 
the garden (Genesis 3:4- 
5) and with Jesus in the 
wilderness (Matthew 4:1). 
Because the Devil tempts 
us, we often blame him 
for our transgression when 
we sin, but nothing can be 
further from the truth. Lis¬ 
ten to the words of God. 

“There hath no 
temptation taken you but 
such as is common to 
man: but God is faithful, 
who will not suffer you 
to be tempted above that 
ye are able; but will with 
the temptation also make 
a way to escape, that ye 


may be able to bear it” (1 
Corinthians 10:13). Many 
Believers use this verse 
for troubles and trials, but 
there is nothing mentioned 
of that in this verse; he is 
speaking of being tempt¬ 
ed. 

Let's go through 
this verse. 

“There hath no 
temptation taken you but 
such as is common to 
man.” Whatever it is you 
are being tempted to do; 
you are not the first, there 
have been others tempted 
to do the same thing. 

“God is faithful.” 
God is who we rely on 
for everything; resisting 
temptation should be no 
different. We need to be 
faithful to God. God in 
His mercy and grace has 
provided everything we 
need to commit ourselves 
to Him. He is the one who 
is faithful. A large part of 
our faithfulness to Him 
depends on how much we 
trust in His faithfulness to 
us. 

“Who will not 


suffer you to be tempted 
above that ye are able.” 

No Christian can stand 
before God and say, “I 
couldn't help it.” God has 
promised us He will not 
allow Satan to put us in a 
situation where we cannot 
say, “no!” 

“But will with 
the temptation also make a 
way to escape, that ye may 
be able to bear it.” Along 
with giving the ability 
to say, “no!” God will 
also provide an out. The 
out may be as drastic as 
breaking off a relationship 
or quitting a job or might 
be as simple as turning the 
channel or walking into 
another room, but there 
will always be a way to 
separate ourselves from 
the opportunity to sin. 

It also seems that 
every time a Christian gets 
sick, they blame Lucifer 
for their infirmary. The 
book of Job provides 
thoughtful insight into 
this. Satan did inflict Job 
with boils (Job 2:7), but 
it was God that allowed 


Satan to do so. God gave 
Satan permission to do as 
he pleased with Job except 
kill him (Job 2:6). 

We have now 
come full circle; back to 
Romans 8:28. Whatever 
happens to God's people, 
God will work it for His 
good. 

We wrestle 
against Satan every day 
(Ephesians 6:12), but God 
is our fight promoter and 
only allows us to fight the 
struggles we can win for 
His glory. 

Christian, when 
you fall into sin, don't give 
Satan the credit. God gave 
us everything we needed 
to resist and escape. Don’t 
give Satan the credit when 
a believer is in the bed 
of affliction, as with Job, 
God has allowed it for His 
glory. 

Stop giving Satan 
the credit and give God 
the glory.

Reduce heat to low and 
cook till sugar is dissolved 
stirring occasionally. 
Remove foil from ham 
and brush glaze over ham. 
Arrange pineapple slices 
on top and secure with 
toothpicks. Bake for 30 
more mins. Baste every 
10 mins. With the glaze.
